The Secondary Schools. 


A drastic reform of secondary education 
in the Free State is provided by the rules 
and programme which were published 
yesterday. The old machinery of grades 
disappears in favour of two periode of 
secondary education, which will be 
terminated respectively by an intermediate 
certificate examination and a leaving 
certificate examination. The old system 
of payment by results is replaced by a 
system of capitation grants. The old pro- 
grammes, narrow and formal, which en- 
couraged merely mechanical teaching and 
fostered the vice of “cramming,” are 
superseded by a more elastic programme 
which ought to give full scope to the 
teachers’ gifts and to the pupils’ real 
tastes and faculties. An earnest effort 
has been made to satisfy the needs of 
different classes of the people and to 
supply an educational ladder that will 
stretch, without gaps, from the primary 
school to the university. It is hoped that 
holders of the intermediate certificate who 
leave school at the age of sixteen will be 
qualified to make their way in commerce 
and the trades, and those who continue 
their studies will be led to the threshold 
of professional and scientific careers. 
Clever and ambitious pupils will be 
assisted to mount from one rung of the 
ladder to another by means of scholar- 
ships. Perhaps, the outstanding feature 
of the new scheme is the position of 
priority among all educational subjects 
which it gives to the Irish language. 
Secondary schools will be divided into three 
classes, and those which teach through 
the medium of Irish will be rewarded 
with an increased grant of 25 per -cent., 
while those in which Irish is taught to 
all pupils will have an increased grant 
of 10 per cent. “ All other schools ” will 
get the normal grant. At the more im- 
portant examinations candidates who use 
Irish in answering on certain subjects 
may obtain on those subjects “excess 
marks ” not exceeding 10 per cent. of the 
total marks. It appears to be the Com- 
missioners’ intention that in, and after, 
the year 1927-1928 the teaching of Irish 
shall be compulsory in recognised schools. 
We believe that most of the schools 
and a large majority of Irish parents will 
welcome the principles of the new system. 
Many of our national misfortunes—our 
insular arrogance and ignorance, our 
dearth of technical efficiency, the scarcity 
of moral courage and the lack of a sound 
public opinion—are the penalties of a 
machine-made system of education that 
has cramped the development of our 
people’s natural capacities. Those capacities 
ought to receive fair play under a 
reformed system which is planned on a 
basis of intellectual rather than financial 
“results.” The chief flaw in the new 
proposals is the sentimental predominance 
which they give to the claims of the Irish 
language. We are realists in this matter, 
but we are not unpatriotic realists. 
We think that the Irish schools 
ought to give every reasonable encourage- 
ment to the teaching of a native 
language which enshrines much of the 
nation’s history, temper and tradition. 
We think that in every secondary school 
facilities ought to exist for the teaching of 


it. We cannot agree, however, that the 
system of protection; or of bounties, for 
the Irish language which the new rules 
inaugurate is either just or wise. There 
is in the Free State a very large class 
which is thoroughly loyal to the State, 
pays more than its proportionate share of 
taxes, and supports some of the most 
successful and most progressive schools 
in the country. Most of the members of 
this class are making heavy sacrifices to 
educate their children, and they believe, 
rightly or wrongly, that in the fierce com- 
petition of modern life other subjects are 
more important for those children than 
the Irish language and literature. The 
new rules propose to thrust Irish into all 
the Protestant. schools by a process of 
virtual compulsion and are, to this extent, 
an invasion of the spirit, if not of the

Irish Farm Produce. 

| The decline in the quality of Irish 
produce has been very noticeable in the 
British market during recent years, and 
much damage has been done to the 


inferior eggs and butter have been allowed 
to leave Ireland in the guise of the “ best 
Irish.” Our London Correspondent tells 
us now that buyers in England are taking 
a keen interest in Mr. Hogan’s three Bills 
which are calculated to place Free State 
agriculture on a totally new footing. The 
egg trade has enormous possibilities. 
To-day it stands only fifth on the 
list of the Free State’s agricultural 
exports, but it still produces an annual 
revenue of some three and a half million 
pounds. Butter is in a like case, During 
the war Irish butter was at a premium 
in Britain. The British market would 
absorb anything; therefore, the old 
standards were thrown to the winds. 
Eggs and butter were packed badly; 
quality was ignored ; everything was sacri- 
ficed to speed, with the inevitable result 
that before the war was over Irish produce 
had lost a great deal of its reputa- 
tion for excellence. The first few years 
that followed the war left Ireland in 
almost unchallenzed possession of the 
British markets, and the process of 
deterioration continued. Then came a 
change. Denmark, Holland, Switzerland 
and even Russia began to elbow their 
way quietly back into the British market, 
and the Irish farmer began gradually to 
lose ground. Foreign quality was better, 
foreign prices were cheaper. The normal 


processes of competitive trade had their 
course, and the Irish farmers paid the 
penalty of carelessness. 

We are passing through a phase of 
economic enthusiasm at present, and a 
great deal of nonsense is being talked 
about the Free State s trade with foreign 
countries, the development of trade with 
remote corners of the earth, and, above 
all, about the imposition of protective 
tariffs, For all practical purposes—during 
the life-time of the present generation, 
at any rate—the Free State will have 
only one industry and one customer; and 
it is essential that Mr. Hogan shall have 
the fullest support from the farming com- 
munity in his efforts to improve the 
quality of our exported goods. The present 
organisation is virtually useless. The 
export trade in agricultural produce ought 
to be on a scientific basis and not, as we 
fear it is at present, dependent purely 
on chance, Producers ought to be required 
to send their butter, eggs and bacon out 
of the country through the medium of 
centra] dépéts, and every ounce of produce 
ought to be subjected to the most search- 
ing tests of quality. The two great 
essentials from the consumer’s point of 
view are good quality and cheapness. No 
British housewife can be expected to buy 
bad Irish butter at a-price for which she 
can get excellent Danish or Dutch butter. 
The ordinary rules of competitive trade 
hold good, and the Irish farmer must look 
to his prices, In this respect he is under 
a heavy handicap. A speaker in Dail 
Eireann yesterday drew attention to the 
fact that, whereas railway rates in Eng- 
Jand were only fifty per cent. and in 
Northern Ireland only seventy-five per cent. 
in excess of pre-war rates, the Free State 
railways still were charging between 120 
and 150 per cent. above the figures for 
1915. The new Railway Bill is not likely 
to improve this condition of affairs, and 
the farmer must do his best to reduce his 
costs in other ways. 


Albania. 


The latest reports from Albania announce 
that the wholecountry now is in the hands 
of the Nationalists and that the conflict 
is virtually ended. The capture of Elbassan 
has been followed by an unopposed entry 
into Tirana, the new capital, where 
National troops were received en- 
thusiastically by the inhabitants, The 
cause of the revolt, we are told, 
was more economic than politica], as 
mismanagement and inefficient methods 
had played havoc with the prosperity of 
the people, whose living is derived prin- 
cipally from the land. Albanians have 
reason to complain of the demarcation of 
their frontier, which is so adjusted as to 
deprive them of possession of the im- 
portant towns of Jakova and Prizren, in 
which an Albanian population pre- 
dominates. The loss of these trade 
markets has contribued to the poverty 
from which the country now suffers. Just 
as the Balkan Peninsula has been the 
danger spot of Europe, Albania has been 
the most uncertain factor in the Balkan 
problem and the most “difficult” of all 
the Near Eastern States. The menace 
of outbreaks in Albania is that the con- 
flagration may spread to one or more of 
the other inflammable States of South- 
Eastern Europe, and in this manner may 
involve the Great Powers. Fortunately, 
it is less formidable at the present time 
than it has been for some eighty. years, 
owing to the virtual immobilisation of 
Russia and Austria as potential aggressors 
in the Balkans, A conflict that might 
affect Jugo-Slavia and Greece, however, 
would be sufficiently serious to raise grave 
doubts for the peace of Europe. In the 
present case, however, the neighbouring 
States have refused to be tempted to fish 
in the troubled waters. The Albanians 
themselves claim that the movement is 
purely of an internal nature and that they 
have no desire to attract the intervention 
of other countries,

The British Legion. 


Delegates at the Conference of the 
British Legion, which was held this week 
in London, were called upon to defend 
their organisation against attacks from 
two opposite quarters. The first took the 
form of a resolution to allow local 
branches to affiliate with trade unions 
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the King.” The resolution was rejected

by a large majority. Afterwards a motion 
was rejected which expressed alarm at 
recent accusations of militancy that had 
been made against® the organisation. It 
was stated that the British Legion had 
been labelled “Haig’s White Guards,” 
“Fascisti’’? and “ Anti-Bolshies.’’ Since 


members of trade unions, it is certain that 
these charges of militant sympathies were 
groundless. On the other hand, the 
motives that inspired Signor Mussolini's 
party in Italy have caught the imagina- 
tion of a section of the English people. 
A body of “ British Fascisti’’ has been 
established which is organised into 
elaborate divisions and sub-divisions, 
under officers with military or semi-mili- 
tary ranks. It is much in the interests 
of the British Legion that its aloofness 
from politics should be proclaimed 
openly ; for it does an immense amount 
of good work for ex-Service men.

It cause dthe picturesque features of a pre- 
sentation of colours by the King to be much 
curtailed, and prevented altoget er the hold- 
ing of the “ beating of retreat ” by the troops, 
at which Their Majesties were to have been 
present. 

In the central gymnasium the new colours 
were presented to the Ist Battalions of the 
Devonshire Regiment and the Bedfordshire 
and Hertfordshire Regiment, and the 2nd Bat- 
talions of the East Lancashire, the Border 
Regiment, and the Dorsetshires. A strong 
force from each regiment was to have been 
on parade, but owing to the circumscribed 
limits of the gymnasium there was only room 
for the colour companies to attend. These 
men were drawn up to form three parts of a 
square. They presented arms when the King 
and Queen entered the building, and the band 
played the National Anthem. 

When His Majesty had taken up his posi- 
tion the new colours were uncased and placed 
upon the piled drums. With the King stand- 
ing opposite the centre pile the Consecration 
Service was held. 

The King was then handed the colours 
by the senior Major and next senior officer 
of each battalion, and they were returned by 
him to the Senior Lieutenant and next Senior 
Lieutenant, the officers sinking on the right 
knee to receive.

VISIT TO CORK. 


The Right Hon. F. O. Roberts, M.P., 
British Minister of Pensions, Ag nd by 
members of his staff, visited the Ministry of 
Pensions Office, South terrace, Cork, yester- 
day morning, and received a deputation from 
the Cork branch of the Legion of Irish ex- 
Service Men for the purpose of discussing 
important matters relative to the administra- 
tion of. pensions in Southern Ireland, and 
particularly in the Cork area. The deputation 
consisted of Captain J..J. Kavanagh, M.C., 
President of the Legion of ex-Service Men; 
P. F, Bracken, Vice-President; J. R. Con- 
nolly, Chairman; and T. Long, secretary. 

The Minister promised that the matters 
brought before him would receive immediate 
attention. With regard to special cases 
brought before the Legion which had failed 
before the Pensions Appeals Tribunal, the 
Minister said that he would give those cases 
special consideration, with a view to their 
being re-heard on fresh evidence being ad- 
duced. 

The Minister also received a deputation 
from the Queenstown branch of the Legion of 
Irish ex-Service Men. 

Dr. Owen F. McCarthy, Resident Medical 
Superintendent, Cork Mental Hospital, in- 
vited the Minister’s attention to the cir- 
cumstance that over 120 of the patients resi- 
dent in the institution were ex-soldiers who 
served during the European war, and only 70 
were paid for by the Ministry of Pensions as: 
Service - patients. 

The Minister said that he would have the 
circumstances of the cases mentioned investi- 
gated. 

Subsequently the Minister had interviews 
with the various Advisory Committees and 
voluntary workers at the Academy street 
Hall. The draft scheme of the constitution 
and procedure of the Advisory Council in Ire- 
land was submitted and unanimously adopted, 
and the Minister made a note of grievances 
outlined by those present. He complimented 
them on the excellent work they had done.

London’s Weather. 


The Air} Ministry is quite despondent 
about the ‘climatic conditions, and both 
for the cold and the rain casts the entire 
blame upor depressions over the Atlantic. 
This afternoon an official, when asked if 
there was ja prospect of a change, said 
that these! islands of ours are right in 
the track dí these depressions, and, while 
they keep én their normal course, nothing 
could be said beyond that the outlook is 
unsettled generally.

Irish Batter, 


The proposals regarding the grading of 
Irish butter are welcomed by the London 
wholesalers. There has lately been con- 
siderable uncertainty as to the quality of 
Irish produce. The standard has been 
generally maintained, but now and again 
consignments have been received which 
failed to come up to the usual grade, and 
the possibility of the quality not being ‘n 
accordance with expectations, has had an 
effect upon prices. Another matter in 
which the wholesalers are concerned is 
the packing of the produce. Irish butter 
often fails to bring its full price owing to 
the lack of care in sending it to market. 
It is to be hoped that under the new 
grading system first quality butter will 
be packed in such a manner as to ensure 
its arrival at the market in an un- 
blemished state. 


New Horrors. 


Every day seems to bring forward a new 
horror which it is proposed shall be used 
during the next war. At Ferriby, in 
Yorkshire, last night, tests were carried 
out by Mr. Ernest Welch, who has in- 
vented a winged rocket which, when fired 
into the air, will explode and spread a 
rain of molten meta] over an area of five 
to eight miles destroying anything 
within its range.

the full power, it is claimed, would have 
destroyed the whole village, houses, parish 
church and railway. The metal released 
from the rocket, according to Mr. Welch, 
wil] destroy steel and asbestos, and kill 
anything alive that it may reach.

Canadian Immigration. 


' Major A. Ewan Moore, the manager of 
the European Organisation Department of 
Colonisation and Development of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, informs me 
that the new scheme for the settlement 
of farmers in Canada has been approved 
by the Canadian Government, Under this 
scheme it is intended to settle six hundred 
and fifty qualified farmers and their 
families between now and the Ist Sep- 
tember. The selected settlers must pay 
their own ocean and rail fares to destina- 
tion, and each family must have 500 
dollars in cash on arrival, of which the 
Canadian Government will retain and ad- 
minister 400 dollars on the expenditure 
of n farm equipment, live-stock, 
ete.; and any balance not so expended 
will be returned to the owner one year 
after arrival in Canada. The settlers will 
be met on their arrival in Canada by 
representatives of the Government Land 
Settlement Branch, and will be placed 
on prepared farms in Western Canada.

The members of the Labour Party welcomed the bill as a stepping 
stone to nationalisation; while the Farmers’ Party gave it their support on 
the ground that it might result in lov-er rates for agricultural produce. 

President Cosgrave defended the measure stoutly, and said that it 
was the result of two years’ study of the railway problem by the Govern- 


ment.

PRE-TRUCE CLAIMS. 


The Speaker took the chair at 3.12. 

Mr. Blythe, in answer to a question by Mr. 
H. J. Finlay in regard to the delay in deal- 
ing with pre-Truce claims for personal in- 
juries, said that he had received two reports 
from the Compensation (Personal Injuries) 
Committee dealing with applications in re- 
spect of pre-Truce personal injuries. All the 
recommendations of the first report, and the 
majority of the recommendations of the second 
report had been paid, and it was hoped to 
dispose of the remaining cases in the second 
report before the end of the week. A further 
report was expected before the end of the 
month, and the necessary payments would be 
made without delay.

Mr. William Hewat said that Deputy Davin 
quite frankly welcomed the bill as a milestone 
n the way to nationalisation. Apart from 
he Government themselves, there was no 
nthusiasm for the measure, except amon 
hose who expected to get something out o 
it. The Farmers’ Party gave it a half-hearted 
support, because it penla relieve the baronies 
at the expense of the trading community. 
That party would learn that their policy with 
panel to the bill was a short-sighted one. 

There was not a semblance of private enter- 
prise in the bill; there was no initiative in 
it. A tribunal to be appointed by the Go- 
vernment would run the railways from end 
to end, and the whole system would be 
permeated by political influence. The political 
party in power would control the railways as 
effectively as if they were nationalised. In 
principle the bill was wrong, and in practice 
it would turn out euite different from what 
its supporters now expected, 

Mr. Johnson said that the Labour Party 
had tried to amend the bill, but Deputy 
Hewat had endeavoured to destroy it. ey 
had opposed the bill because it paved the 
way for making nationalisation uneconomic. 
It seccred the present owners of the railways 
In a position’ which they could use with effect 
in making a bargain for nationalisation. At 
the same time, he thought that it was an 
advance which would be satisfactory to the 
community, He expressed his gratitude to 
the Minister for the way in which he had con- 
ducted the bill through the Report stage. 


VALUE OF SECURITIES, 


Mr. Good supported Mr. Johnson in regard 
to the courtesy of the Minister. Mr. Johnson, 
he said, had objected to the bill as too 
generous to the shareholders. That view was 
not shared to any large extent by the railway 
shareholders, He h not seen any great in- 
crease in the value of such securities as a 
result of the introduction oi the bill. On the 
contrary, his attention had been called to a 
case in which there was a fall in the value 
of those securities. Commercial men had 
objected to that bill because it created a 
. Monopoly, and also because it would not re- 

uce railway rates ror oon Á 

It had been pointed out that 75 per cent. 
of the products carried by railways in the 
Free State were icultural ucts, and 
that 95 per cent. ef the country’s exporters 
were agrioultariats. Yet no section in the 
House had taken less interest in the bill than 

‘griculturists, In England agricultural pro- 

duce was carried at 50 per cent. over pre- 
war level, and in Northern Ireland agricul- 
tural produce was carried at 75 per cent. over 
pre-war rates. The rate in the State was 
rom 120 to 1 re-war level. . 
In that bill t 
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port. The railway rates on agricultural pro- 
duce were from 100 to 150 per cent. above 
pre-war rates, and they saw no prospect in the 
management of the companies that any steps 
to a reduction would be taken. They were 
not hopeful that the rates would be reduced to 
any great extent by amalgamation, but on the 
principle that any change would be an im- 
provement they decided to give the bill a 
chance. He did not believe in nationalisa- 
tion, except theoretically, but if under the 
scheme the rates could not be reduced and 
the standard wages could not be paid, he 
saw nothing for it but nationalisation of the 
railways. 
HYBRID MONOPOLY. 


Captain Redmond described the attitude of 
the Farmers’ Party to the bill as one covered 
by the saying, gus s’excuse, s’'accuse. The bill 
created a bybrid monopoly. If there was to 
be a pants. i at all it ought to be a Govern- 
ment monopoly, Not one speaker throughout 
the whole discussion had been able to 
guarantee that the bill would bring about a 
reduction of rates, the one thing that was 
demanded by the country. There was no 
promise, and certainly no guarantee of a re- 
duction of rates. The Great Northern Com- 
pany had reduced its rates considerably 
within the past few months, and the Midland 
Company, in competition with the Northern, 
inevitably would have had to reduce its rates, 
bill or no bill, If the rates of the Midland 
tg ond were reduced after the passing of 
the bill it would be in consequence of the 
economic conditions brought about by the 
Great Northern Company. 

What he principally objected to in the 
scheme was that it gave a system of railway 
control which would be the business neither of 
the companies nor of the Government. The 
bill was going to operate on certain railways 
in certain parts of the Free State, and not 
on others. They did not know what would 
rá igh when the boundary was fixed. Neither 
did they know from the bill whether there 
would be one system, or a system of groups, 
as in England. It was only picemeal legisla- 
tion, untimely, inoperative, to reduce rates, 
and without the slightest shadow of support 
either in the Dail or in the country. 

President Cosgrave, who spoke with con- 
siderable vigour, said that he was amazed at 
the last statement that there was not a shadow 
of support for the bill in the Dail. The 
records showed the reception given to the 
people who opposed it. The deputy also 
said that there was neither g promise nor a 
guarantee of a reduction of railway rates. 
Deputy Redmond apparently had not read the 
bill, and evidently was not there when the 
House discussed that portion of the bill con- 
cerning an almost immediate reduction of the 
rates fixed in 1920 or 1921—he was not quite 
sure which, and which the Minister in charge 
explained at length, and with great care ana 
precision. 

Deputy Redmond apparently was dissatisfied 
because he did not get his particular amend- 
ments dealing with matters concerning his own 
constituents, If the Dail were to deal ex- 
clusively with legislation as it affected the 
constituents of the deputies, it would be but a 
poor assembly. If the real needs of the 
country were to be made subordinate to parish 
politics the position of the House and the 
results of its labours would be poor, indeed. 


PETTY AND MISERABLE. 


Captain Redmond—I voted against the 
second reading before I proposed any amend- 
ment. 

The President replied that it was easy to 
cever one’s tracks in such matters. Ihe real 
issue was that they had put forward a con- 
structive sound ao to deal with the 
railway problem. The opposition to it was 
petty and miserable. To listen to the speeches 
of its opponefits one would think that the 
business of the country would be ruined; that 
all progress would come to an end, Prophecy 
was the one thing to which the country had 
been liberally treated. They did not want 
any more prophets; they wanted business men. 

ere were three methods of dealing with 
the railways, grouping, nationalisation, and 
unification. As to grouping, one proposal 
was to join the Dublin and South-Eastern 
with the Midland in one group, and to leave 
the Great Southern with all the minor com- 
panies, The ‘“‘lame ducks’’ in another 
group. The burdens of the latter were in the 
bill distributed over the whole lot. Another 
proposal was to join the Great Northern with 
the Dublin and South-Eastern, and possibly 
the Midland with the Great Southern. They 
were promised that such a method would 
secure competition. What was railway com- 
petition ? He understood it to mean two 
well-managed institutions vieing with each 
other for traffic. But in the history of the 
railways they found that where competition 
struck vitally at the companies a review of 
ths whole circumstances was undertaken, and 
the rates war was declared at an end. In- 
stead of & complete and final settlement of 
the whole question they were asked to adopt 
a half-way measure which would give good 
reason for all the defects and infirmities set 
out by Deputy Redmond. 

The Government had been studying the 
railway question for two years when other 
deputies had not been concentrating their 
energies on it. The result was that they 
came to the conclusion that they would have 
to eliminate every possible extravagance and 
cut out every possible item of expenditure 
in order to make the transport of the country 
a useful servant a the é cons A gain 
work at the smallest possible cos was 
said that no economies could be effected by 
the bill. The White Paper that had been 
issued showed at least one that would be 
immediate.

INDUSTRIAL PEACE 
IN DERRY. 


WORK TO BE RESUMED 
TO-DAY, 


——— & — 


As the result of a conference which lasted 
all day yesterday, the strikes in Derry City 
were settled last night, and there will be a 
general resumption of work to-day. 

The Municipal workers will get an advance 
of a shilling per week from the late of resump- 
tion, and their wages will be stablised up to 
March 31 next year. On the question of re- 
trospective pay, on which the conference had 
broken down on Tuesday, it is understood 
that an arrangement was made by which the 
men’s union will pay it. 

In the pork-curing trade a settlement was 
reached on the basis of a minimum wage of 
twenty-eight shillings weekly, with a sliding 
scale of one shilling in respect of every five 
points rise or fall in the cost of living figures. 

Men in the building tradé are to get an 
advance of one penny per hour, with an 
additional penny on September 1, bringing 
the rate of pay up to one and sevenpence per 


our. 

Builders’ labourers are to receive one shilling 
an hour wages. 

The electrical workers and the factory 
workers had put forward no claims in respect 
of wages, the strikes or lock-outs in their 
cases being the result of other disputes, 

On all sides it was agreed that there is to be 
no victimisation. 


THE BOUNDARY.

TO-MORROW’S DISCUSSION IN 
THE DAIL. 


By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. . 

Mr. Sean Milroy’s motion of censure on the 
Government’s policy in regard to the 
Boundary question will be discussed in the 
Dafl to-morrow. An amendment to the 
motion has been tabled by Mr. Johnson. The 
motion is :— 

“That Dail Eireann expresses dissatis- 
faction with the course pursued in dealing 
with Article 12 of the Treaty, and calls 
upon the Executive Council to cease par- 
ticipation in any further negotiations re- 
garding the matter pending the setting up 
of the Boundary Commission; and, further, 
calls upon the Executive Council to fix a 
limit to the time to which it will assent in 
the constituting of the Commission.”’ 

Mr. Johnson’s amendment is :— 
“To delete all words after the words 
Council’ (where first men- 
tioned) and to gsubstitute therefor the

The new Presi- 
dent receives the announcement of his election 
in the Marengo Salon from the head of the 
Government, now M. Francois Marsal, who 
for the moment remains in office. — He is 
awaited at the Elysee on his return to Paris 
by the Grand Chaureliae of the Legion of 
Honour, who invests him with the insignia of 
the Grand Master of that Order. 

M. Millerand indicates plainly in his message 
to the nation, issued simultaneously with his 
resignation this afternoon, that he intends to 
return to political life. There is a vacancy 
through death in the Meurthe-et-Moselle, and 
it is expected that he will present himself 
there. 

M. Millerand in his letter, which is ad- 
dressed to *‘ My Fellow-Citizens,” said :— 

“On May Itth, acting loyally as your 
President, and with scrupulous regard for the 
wishes of the people, I turned to the 
politicians whom the. people had indicated 
and with, whom I intended to collaborate 
loyally. These politicians refused my offers 
and demanded my resignation, an unjustifiable 

retention, violently opposed to the spirit and 
etter of the Constitution. 

“ A decision to which leaders have been 
led by party feeling has overthrown the 
constitutional guarantee whereby a President, 
save in the case of high treason, need render 
an account to no one during his seven years 
of office. 

** Under pressure from the leaders, meetings 
held raon a Parliament declared that the 
President did not please the majority and 
ghould depart at once—a fatal precedent, 
making the Presidency a stake in electoral 
struggles, bringing back the plebiscite into polli- 
tical usage by a roundabout route, and 
leaving from the Constitution the only ele- 
ment of stability and continuity it contained.

PROBABLE VICTORY FOR 
GENERAL SMUTS, 


In a message from Cape Town yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent states :—Election 
prospects become more puzzling as the 17th, 
the date of polling, approaches. Opinion is 
veering aie towards the probability of a 
majority for General Smuts. There is definite 
evidence from all parts of the country that 
the normal Nationalist supporters are revolt- 
ing against the pact, and that the repeated 
and almost incredible series of self-contradic- 
tions uttered by General Hertzog, Mr. Tielman 
Roos and other Nationalist leaders are 
amazing and alienating sober opinion every- 
where. Also, Labour in the towns is unable 
to deny that a vote for Labour this time is a 
vote for General Hertzog.

The state of affairs in 
Northern Ireland had steadily improved 
within the past two years, and it was only 
right that they should acknowledge the steady- 
ing influence of the Northern Government 
and the helpful attitude of their Prime Minis- 
ter and members of his Cabinet in everything 
that concerned the welfare of the people. He 
was glad to be able to say that there was 
now no more peaceable part of the Empire 
than Northern Ireland. (Applause.) 
LORD LONDONDERRY. 
Lord ~ Londonderry, who was cordially re- 
ceived, in responding, said:—We are here 
associated together, determined to make 
Northern Ireland a success and show the 
Empire that the opinions which we hold at 
this moment, and which on occasions we put 
forward very forcibly, we will entertain for 
all time. 
Continuing, Lord Londonderry referred to 
the last occasion on which he enjoyed the 
hospitality of the Club. He spoke on the 
Education Act, and from the manner in 
which his remarks were received he went 
away convinced that the Act was the finest 
measure that had ever been produced in any 
legislative ‘assembly. But when he con- 
sulted the Belfast papers he discovered that, 
in the shape of Dr. Morrison, he had an in- 
veterate enemy, and when he 
speethes of the Irish Presbyterian General: 
Assembly—(laughter)—the only bright spot on 
which he had been able to alight was that 
Lord Londonderry, either from his stupidity 
or thick skin, was not capable of being 
bullied, and that was very gratifying, in- 


deed. 
THE BOUNDARY. 

Referring to the boundary, his lordship 
said that when on the other side of the 
water there were many citizens who urged 
upon him to settle their differences with the 
South by coming together in a friendly spirit 
and working together for the common good. 
He jalways said to them that till they could 
recancile themselves to the one ideal, which 
was loyalty to the Empire, there was no 
object in talking of coming together on minor 
On the settlement of Ireland de- 
pended the whole prosperity of the Empire. 
Ireland had always been a weak spot in the 
Empire, and they did feel that, if only it 
wag realised on the other side of the water, 
in the Northern counties there was a great 
majority of the friends of Great Britain and 
friends of the Empire, and that in the South 
there was a population which was not imbued 
by jthose ideas, but which were hostile to the 
spirit of the Empire, and which had no affec- 
tion for and loyalty to the Crown, they 
should be in a far better position than they 
were at the present moment. 

The attitude yhich they took up in 
Northern Ireland was not a selfish attitude. 
They looked upon the 1920 Act as their 
chárter. They accepted it with great re- 
luctance, but they were determined the 
moment they took upon themselves the 
task of governing Northern Ireland that 
they would prove they were capable of 
governing themselves as a loyal portion of 
the British Empire. No matter what Go- 
vernment was in power at Westminster, in 
Ulster they were determined to remain a loyal 
portion of the Empire. (Applause.) 

VISCOUNT CURZON, 

Viscount Curzon, M.P., in acknowledging 
the toast of the guests, said that the position 
of Ulster was not understod as it should be 
in Britain. That deputation had come there 
to see the facts for themselves, so that when 
the time came they could speak from personal 
knowledge. Realising the infinite seriousness 
of the position, they had come out on a mis- 
sion of inquiry, mt they were representative 
of two of the great parties in the State. If 
England could be má a to understand the real 
position in Ulster all would be right. “They 
would carry away recollections of a most in- 
teresting time. 

Mr. W, A. Jowitt, K.C., M.P., said that 
he realised that the Ulster question was not 
the question of the views of a few aristocrats, 
but the views of men who felt deeply and 
passionately what they had seen. Many de- 
putations waited in She pouring rain to state 
their case to them in their own homely way. 
They had to see whether the question could 
not be settled in a spirit of justice, and with 
due regard to British interests. 

SYMPATHY WITH ULSTER. 

Mr. C. M. Barclay Harvey, M.P., said that 
their visit had been one of great interest. They 
would back with a deep understanding of 
the feelings of the people they had seen and 
heard. le had visited Ulster before, and 
knew that in Ulster they wished to live and 
let live. They had no animosity towards the 
Free State, but they wished to stick to the 
Empire. He would, at any rate, go back full 
of sympathy with the people whose flag was 
his flag, and whose King was his King. 


IRAQ TREATY RATIFIED. 


THE HONOUR OF GREAT 


BRITAIN. 


i BAGHDAD, Wednesday. 
The Iraq Constituent Assembly ratified the 
Anglo-Iraq Treaty last night by 36 votes to 
25. The members who voted in favour of the 
Treaty signed a petition, stating that they 
considered many clauses so severe that Iraq 
could not undertake the responsibilities, but 
that they relied on the honour of the British 
Government, which they were confident would 
not oppress the people of Iraq. This alone, 
the petition continues. has caused the Iraq 
deputies to accept the e®planations given to the 
Assembly by the High Commissioner on be- 
half of the British Government, to the effect 
that after the acceptance of the Treaty the 
financial agreement would be modified as soon 
as possible in the “ generous spirit ” for which 
the British people were famed. “For which 
reasons,” the petition concludes, “the 
Assembly requests His Majesty King Feisul to 
ratify the Treaty, Lae and agreements, 
provided that His Majesty shall, after ratifica- 
tion, at once begin negotiations with the 
British Government to gain the modifications 
proposed by a Committee of the AsseWaly, 
and this Treaty and agreements shall ‘> in- 
valid if Great Britain does not protect the 
rights of Iraq in their entirety in the Mosul 
vilayet.’’—(Reuter. )

MEMORANDUM TO THE 
FOREIGN OFFICE.

Reuter’s Agency is informed that a 


Memorandum, embodying ‘resolutions passé 
by a group of prominent Indians, now in 


England, has been drawn up with a view to ll. 


presentation to the India Office. 

The resolutions embodied in the Memor- 
andum are :— 

1. We are convinced that the people of 
India -.ave no real confidence that Britain 
will, in the near future, give effect to her 
declared intention of establishing Dominion 
Home Rule in India, and that the present 
unrest will continue, and rightly continue, 
until such Home Rule is established. All 
political parties in India are agreed in making 
a demand for Home Rule, and the differences 
between them are merely as to the ways of 
attaining it, and not as to the fundamental 
principle of India’s right to self-government. 
We claim that India should draft her own 
Constitution, as the present Dominions and 
the Irish Free State have done. 

2. We consider (a) that the central civil 
government should be carried on by the 
Viceroy, with a Cabinet responsible to the 
Indian Legislature, the defence of the 
country remaining in the hands of the 
Viceroy, subject to such reservations as 
may be agreed on until the responsible 
| Government of India is ready to take it over; 
| also that foreign affairs, including the rela- 
tions with Indian Princes, secured by 
treaties, should be left with the Viceroy. 
(hb) That the Provincial Governments should 
be autonomous, and consist of a Governor, 
‘a Cabinet, responsible to an elected Legisla- 
ture, with a High Court, which should con- 
trol the Judiciary. (c) That the relations be- 
tween the Central and Provincial Govern- 
ments should be clearly defined. (d) That 
adequate provision should be made for the 
effective protection of minorities. 

5. We believe that the safety of the con- 
nection between Britain and India depends on 
the establishment of Domirfion Home Rule 
in India as quickly as possible, and to that 
end it is desirable that a Commission should 
be sent out to India in the coming autumn, 
with wide terms of reference. 

4. We urge this line of action in order that 
tlie sad story of Britain and the American 
Colonies in the eighteenth century, and of 
Britain and Ireland in the nineteenth, may 
not be repeated, and the Constitutional Party 
destroyed, as in the latter case, and the 
people driven to despair. We trust that in 
the twentieth century a peaceable solution 
will be found, and Britain and India united 
in an indissoluble friendship.—(Reuter.) 


BRONZE AGE REMAINS.

THE COUNTY GALWAY 
DISCOVERY. 


The discovery a few months ago in a field 
at Annagheen, on the shores of Lough Corrib, 
of human remains attributed to the Bronze 
age period was the subject of a discussion at 
the annual meeting of Galway Archeological 
Society yesterday. 

The President, Dr. T. Bodham Costelloe, 
said that Professor Shea, of University College, 
Galway, who had made a thorough examina- 
tion of the remains, pronounced them to be 
the remains of an adult and of a child of four 
or five years. There was also a smal] earthen- 
ware pot and a rounded granite stone, which 
might have been used for pounding food. 
There was enough evidence to ascribe the 
burial to the early Bronve age, several 
centuries before the Christian era. 

Professor Shea said that the burial in this 
case was done with great care, and instead 
of the usual cairn of stones the cist was con- 
cealed under a wide mound of clay, and looked 
like an ordinary hummock, such as ate seen 
m nearly every field in Ireland. There was 
nothing to show that thig was the grave of 
a stranger, nor wag there any sign of wound 
or injury to suggest other than natural death.

THE TAILTEANN GAMES. 


We are now within seven weeks of the 
opening of the Tailteann Games, which will 
run for the first eighteen days of August. 
Reports from outside countries grow more 
encouraging daily, and America, Canada, 
England, Scotland, and Wales will be very 
strongly represented. Mr. D. J. Burke, M.A., 
reports the activities of well-established com- 
mittees at New York, Boston, Chicago, 
Toronto, and Montreal, where “'trvy-outs ” are 
taking place to select teams for the Games. 
In athletics, swimming, and boxing the 
Western Continent will be particularly strong. 
The well-known Irish-American athletes 
McGrath, Ryan, McDonald, Joie Ray, 
Murphy, O’Shea, etc., are all travelling, and 
the United States team fully expects to win 
all the athletic events; but Lowe, Gummer, 
Hughes, and Hodge, who are backmarks in 
England, will provids etrong opposition. So 
good are the Irish water-polo players that 
students of international form believe that the 
team selected last week will win against all 
comers. The International Hurling-Shinty 
Match is rousing immenge interest, and will 
form a distinctive falters of the opening 
ceremonies, In England the athletic, 
swimming, boxing, hurling, football, and 
camogie teams are well organised ; and reports 
from Tyneside, Lanarkshire, and South Wales 
speak of an extensive home-coming. Athletes 
from South Africa and Australia are on the 
way to the Olympic Games, and many of the 
selected men are of Irish birth or parentage. 
The increased interest taken by Belfast sports- 
men in the Tailteann Games is the most 
heartening feature in recent developments.

VIEWS OF CATHOLIC TOTAL 


ABSTINENCE FEDERATION. 


At the meeting of the Executive Council of 
the Catholic Total Abstinence Federation of 
Ireland, held at the offices, Middle Abbey 
street, Dublin, yesterday, the following state- 
ment was adopted, and ordered to be com- 
municated to the Pess :— 

1,—That the Executive of the Catholic Total 
Abstinence Federation ré-affirms the demands 
of the Cathdlic Total Abstinence Congress of 
1923. These demands are :—‘‘ 1. The reduction 
by one-half of the number of licensed houses. 
2. The closing of licensed houses on Sundays, 
election days and occasions of public excite- 
ment or danger. ó. The curtailment of the 
hours of opening on other days and abolition 
of the bona-fide farce, 4. The amendment of 
the laws regulating the sale of drink in clubs 
to prevent the grave abuses prevalent in 
licensed clubs. 5. Separation, at least struc- 
turally, of places for sale of groceries, hard- 
ware and other commodities, from places 
where intoxicants are sold: 6. Compulsory 
endorsement of convictions on licences.”’ 

2.—To meet those demands the bill before 
the Dail needs drastic amendment, In its 
resent form it is merely tinkering with 

agedy. In the name of 300 affiliated Socie- 
ties, with a membership of a quarter of a 
million, and in the name of the unfortunate 
victims of the drink evil and of their starving 
wives and children, we call for the necessary 
amendments to bring the bill into line with 
the foregoing demands. : 

A PALTRY PRETENCE. 

3.—The proposed measure is merely a 
paltry pretence to grapple with a most serious 
national menace. he bill should, but does 
not, deal with most important and urgent re- 
forms, such as (a) the reduction of the num- 
ber of licensed houses, and (b) Sunday closing 
in the ‘‘ exempted cities.” With regard to 
the first, the opposition to the reform is based 
on the state of the finances of the country. 
We beg to call attention to the finding of the 
Irish Committee (1917) on State Purchase and 
Control of the Lijuor Trade. The following is 
an extract from Page 17 :— 

“Although not coming within the scope of 
the reference to them, the Committee unani- 
mously desire to suggest that if the contem- 

lated State Purchase and Control should not 
or any reason be carried out it would be most 
desirable, from every point of view, that some 
scheme should be provided by which the num- 
ber of licensed publichouses in Ireland would 
be substantially diminished. They would 
suggest by at least one-half. 

“To reduce the number in Ireland would 
be a great social advantage, and would 
greatly lessen the labour of supervision by 
the police. Almost all the witnesses engaged 
in the trade were strongly in favour of such 
reduction, and stated that, in their opinion, 
the owners of the remaining publichouses 
would willingly contribute to the cost.’’ 

SUNDAY CLOSING. 

With reference to the second point—Sunday 
closing in the ‘* exempted cities "—nothing is 
attempted in the bill. The suggestion that 
this exemption is made in the interests of the 
people, and especially of the much-exploited 
working classes, would be laughable if it 
were not so saddening and degrading. Any- 
one who has witnessed the class for which 
Sunday trading caters can have no doubt, that 
the object of the opening is to fill the coffers 
of the licensed houses and not to benefit the 
people. . 

4. The opposition that is being offered by 
the licensed trade to such a paltry attempt 
at reform is an indication of how far selfish 
and sectional interests are able at the present 
moment to operate in this country to the 
detriment of the nation. If the Government 
have not the courage to deal themselves with 
this grave issue in a bold apd statesmanlike 
manner, we demand that it take steps, with- 
out delay, to set up the machinery to enable 
the people to voice their views through the 
referendum, as provided in Article 48 of the 
Constitution.

Kilkenny Corporation has passed a resolu- 
tion protesting against the new Licensing 
Bill in so far as it requires licensed traders 
to divide their premises, the prohibiting of 
the employment of girls under 18 years of 
age, and the hours of opening, unless 
exemption orders are granted for early morn- 
ing trading on fair and market days.

are, of course, the outstanding attraction, but 
thousands who are not particularly interested 
in sport will, it is hoped, seize the oppor- 
tunity to visit relatives and friends in Ireland. 

An Irish Times representative inquired into 
the prospects of the tourist traffic at Queens- 
town this summer, and was informed in 
shipping, railway and other circles in the 
town that a record season ts expected. 

The arrangements which -have been made 
appear to be adequate to cope with an ab- 
normally heavy traffic. Even the normal 
traffic shows signs of improvement, and the 
number of steamers calling at Queenstown is 
in excess of what it was in pre-war days. The 
White Star and Cunard liners called regu- 
larly when westward nd from early in 
1920—the first time after the war—but there 
was a withdrawal in September, 1921. Sail- 
ings were, however, resumed at Christmas, 
1922, and have continued since. The United 
States liners began to call after the war 
towards the end of 1920, and continued u 
to Christmas, 1923, when their steamers call- 
ing to Queenstown were sold to the Dollar 
Line. They will resume callings on June 20 
with larger and better equipped steamers, -— 

The following is the approximate number of 
passengers who landed at, or left, Queenstown 
during the past four years from or to the 
United States :— 

1920—Landed 2,500; embarked 11,000. 

1921—Landed nil (owing to stoppage of 
inward calls); embarked 12,000. 

1922—Landed 11,000; embarked 8,000. 

1923—Landed 5,000; embarked 14,000. 

The figures for the current year are not 
available, but it appears that the number of 
prospective emigrants is in excess of the quota 
which is permitted to enter the United States. 

Visitors from the United States to Ireland 
do not arrive in large numbers until later in 
the season, and the average for the past 
month was only about 200 per week. From 
about July Ist, however, large arrivals are 
expected in connection with the Tailteann 
Games in August. The Cunard and White 
Star Lines have arranged for specially con- 
ducted parties from America—notably from 
Chicago, Boston and New York—and these 
will probably number between 200 and 300 
each. It is expected that the number of 
steamers will be increased, but, at all events, 
the traffic, no matter how heavy, will be 
adequately and satisfactorily dealt with, and 
no intending tourist will be held back owing 
to the lack of shipping facilities. 

The average number of ships from ‘the 
United States calling at Queenstown per week 
at present is five; before the war it was only 
four. These figures, of course, include both 
outward and inward bound vessels. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Company’s 
hoats will commence callihg at Queenstown 
on June 28th, and thenceforward there wil] be 
a fortnightly service westward bound. 

The Cunard Company’s ships cal] to the 
Tnited States and Canada, and from both 
countries at Queenstown on the jhomeward 
journey. The same remark applies to the 
Vhite Star Line. 

A new Ri CMÉ will be the arrival of the 
es. Westphalia about July 28. She is sailing 
fn connection with the United American Joint 
Service with the Hamburg-American Line, 
and will call at Queenstown from New York 
with a large number of passengers for the 
Cailteann Games. ) 

From the end of this-month until the 1st of 
August many thousands of visitors will land 
at Queenstown. No place needs them more 
than the town of Queenstown. Business is 
very dull, and there is a large amount of un- 
employment owing to the closing down of 
Haulbowline dockyards and other places. The 
coming of visitors to the town, even though 
their sojourn will be brief, will mean the 
circulation of a large amount of money. 

Excellent though the shipping facilities are, 
the railway arrangements are, perhaps, 
better. T management of the Great 
Southern and Western Railway have left 
nothing to chance in this matter, and tourists 
can rely on every attention on the journey 
from Queenstown to Dublin. Trains will ran 
as necessity requires. They will be thoroughly 
up-to-date, with luxurious dining cars, sisi 
teas, luncheons and dinners. can be had 
virtually at hotel prices. The company and 
its servants are fully alive to the situation, 
and if visitors do not form a favourable im- 
pression of Ireland, it certainly will not be 
the fault of the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company. The other railwa systems 
may also be relied upon to deal satisfactorily 
righ the situation.

A drizzling rain 
fell, but the spectators waited patiently for 
the commencement of the historic. function. 
Shortly. before 11 o'clock President Cos- 
grave, who was accompanied by Mrs. Cosgrave 
and members of the Government, arrived. 
They were received by General O’Dufty, 
Inspector-General of the Forces, and con- 
ducted to Court No. 4, where the swearing-in 
of the judges was to take place. Other dis- 
tinguished people who passed in were Lord 
Glenavy, Chairman of An Seanad; General 
O'Duffy, G.O.C. the Forces; Major-General 
McMahon, Chief of Staff, and Mrs. McMahon; 
Colonel Felix Cronin, Acting Q.M.G.; Colonel 
Hugo McNeill, Acting Raleineh Custom 4 
General Murphy, Chief Commissioner, D.M.P., 
and Mrs. lurphy; Mr. Denis Barrett, 
Assistant Commissioner, and Mrs. Barrett ;

PROCESSION OF JUDGES. 


The procession of the judges started from 
the old Privy Council Chambers at the:south 
corner of the quadrangle. At the head came 
Chief Justice Hugh Kennedy, followed by 
Mr. Justice Sullivan, Mr. Justice O'Connor, 
Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, Mr. Justice Creed 
Meredith, Mr. Justice T. L. O'Shaughnessy, 
Mr. Justice Wylie, Mr. Justice Johnson, and 
Mr. Justice Murnaghan. It was in this 
order that they made the oath of declaration. 
sorn lordships wore morning dress and silk 
ats. 

As the procession started to cross the 
square along a scarlet carpet the band played 
the ‘‘ Soldier’s Song ” and the civilian spec- 
tators stood uncovered. 

Shortly after the procession had pased into 
the main hall of the Castle the crowds began 
to move away, following the band, now led 
by Lieutenant Arthur Duff. A very large 
gathering in Dame street cheered Licutenant 
Duff's men as they. marched along, playing a 
lively march. 


THE SWEARING-IN. 


Soon after eleven o'clock King’s Coun- 
sellors and barristers entered the Court in a 
body and seated themselves in the places 
apportioned to the Bar. There was also a 
representative attendance of solicitors present. 

President Cosgrave, Lord Glenavy, Chair- 
man of the Senate; Mr. O’Higgins, Minister 
for Justice; Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance; 
Mr. Fitzgerald, Minister for External Affairs;

mmerce; and Mr. Duggan, Parliamentary

oon after eleven o’clock the Chief Justice 
and the other judges entered the Court and 
took their places on the bench. The Chief 
Justice at once proceeded with the ceremony 
of administering the declaration. Commencing 
with Mr. Sullivan, K.C., President of the 
High Court of Justice, he addressed him thus: 
Timothy Sullivan, the Governor-General, act- 
ing on. the advice of the Executive Council, 
hag appointed you to be a judge of the 
Supreme Court of Justice of Saorstat Eireann ; 
you will make and subscribe the declaration 
accordingly. . Mr. Sullivan made and sub: 
scribed the declaration, and the othar judges, 
in order of priority of appointment, did like- 
wise—namely, Mr. Charles Andrew O’Connor, 
A.C.. and Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., 
Judges of the Supreme Court; Mr. James 
Creed Meredith, K.C.; Mr. Thomas Lopdell 
ee i ; Mr. William E. Wylie 
K.C Mr. William John Johnston, K.C.; an 
Mr. James Augustine Murnaghan, Judges of 
the High Court of Justice. 

The Chief Justice then addressed Mr. John 
O'Byrne, the -newly-appointed Attorney- 
General, who sat in Court wearing a full- 
bottom wig and gown, saying—‘“‘ The Governor- 
General has, on the advice of the Executive 
Council, appointed you to be Attorney- 
General of Saorstat Eireann, and to be a 
King's Counsel. You will, therefore, now 
take your place within the Bar accordingly. 

Mr. O’Byrne took his place in the Inner 
Bar and made his declaration. 


CONGRATULATIONS OF THE BAR. 


Addressing the assembled judges,' the 
Attorney-General said that he desired on be- 
half of the Bar to offer to each of them the 
heartiest congratulations on the signal honour 
which had been conferred upon them. The 
opening of those Courts constituted a cul- 
minating factor in the inauguration of a new 
order in this country. After a long period of 
stress and suffering, a Treaty was successfully 
negotiated and concluded between Great 
Britain and Ireland, whereby the Irish Free 
State was set up as a self-governing Dominion 
within the British Empire. A _ constituent 
assembly thereupon sat and framed a Con- 
stitution, whereby it was declared that all 

wers of government and all authority, 
egislative, executive and judicial, in Ireland 
was derived from the people of Ireland, and 
that the same shall be exercised in the Irish 
Free State through the organisations estab- 
lished under the Constitution. Of these 
organisations there were none of greater im- 
portance than the Courts of Justice, of which 
they were the first judges. A great honour 
had been conferred upon them by the people 
of this country, adting through the Executive, 
but it was equally clear that a great task and 
a great responsibility had been imposed upon 
them. | 

Very cordial relations had always existed 
in this coun between the Bench and the 
Bar. It ‘was their desire that these relations 
might continue. They were both the servants 
of the law, and the members of the Bar 
hoped that they might do their part in the 
establishment and maintenance of a reign of 
law throughout this country. 


CHIEF JUSTICE’S REPLY. 


The Chief Justice replied, speaking first in 
Irish and then in English. He said—This 1s 
surely a precious moment—the moment when 
the silence of the Gael in courts of law is 
broken, and that within what was once the 
Pale—the moment when, after a week o 
centuries, Irish courts, fashioned in freedom 
by an Oireachtas again assembled, are thrown 
open to administer justice according to laws 
made in Ireland by free Irish citizens for the 
well-being of our dearly-loved land and its 
people. It is for us here in the seat of justice 
a moment of compelling emotions, anu ior me 
especially, to whom has fallen, under 
Providence, the unique and sacred favour of 
presiding at this very time and place, the joy 
and emotion are well nigh.overwhelming. . 
Continuing, the Chief Justice said that it 
would. be for them in these newly-established 
courts to enshrine the ancient inspiration and 


to evoke again the dormant reverence for the 
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Lord Glenavy leaving -the Courts. 
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people, as regards simplicity, efficiency, ex- 
pedition and economy, without forfeiting any- 
thing of the dignity that befits the National 
Courts of Justice. Ín the meantime, in order 
that litigants may not suffer inconvenience or 
delay, they would probably, for the duration 
of the present sittings, apply to the business 
before them the rules for regulating the busi- 
ness of the Courts which the Oireachtas had 
just brought to an “ He congratulated 
the Attorney-General we called to the 
headship of his profession. They knew that 
he coal uphold its position and prestige in 
the new conditions in which it must build up 
new traditions. He personally sympathised 
with him, for he undeistood onlv too well the 
unremitting toil that lay before him. 

Mr. James Moore, President of the Incor- 
porated Law Society, on behalf of the solici- 
tors’ profession, welcomed the new judges. 
They would do all that they could to make 
this new procedure work for the benefit of the 
community and for the advancement of the 
land that gave them birth. i 

The Chief Justice thanked Mr. Moore. 

Mr. James O'Connor, solicitor, who spoke 
in Irish, also congratulated the new judges. 

The Chieí Justice having replied in Irish, 
the judges retired to the Benchers' Chambers, 
wheie they sat to discuss the business of the 
Courts. It was stated later that the Probate 
and Matrimonial Courts had been assigned to 
Mr. Justice Murnaghan; that he and Mr. 
Justice Meredith would deal with Chancery 
business. and that Myr. Justice Johnston 
would dispose of the business of the Bank- 
ruptcy Court.

Mr. Laurence J. Ryan, Thurles, as the 
senior solicitor present, congratulated his 
lordship on his elevation to the High Court. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he appre- 
ciated very much, and always did; the ex- 
tremely loyal co-operation that he got from 
his colleagues. He often thought of the words 
in Macaulay’s Lays of Ancient Rome— 
“The Romans were like brothers in the 
brave days of old”; and: he (Mr. Justice 
Meredith) knew that whatever success their 


| Courts had it was due to the loyal way in 


which all the members of the Court co- 
operated with one another. He also desired 
to thank the members of the staff for their 
competent work and for the energy and zeal 
which they put into it.

Mr. Commissioner Crowley said that on 
behalf of himself and his colleagues he wished 
to say how very sorry they were at losing Mr.

STRIKE. 
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STATEMENT BY TRANSPORT 
UNION. | 


One hundred and forty dockers in the 
employment, of the British and Trish Steam 
Packet Company at the Port of Dublin were 
on strike yesterday for six hours. They 
refused to work—according to one statement— 
because the company had re-engaged four 
casual workers who, the strikers alleged, had 
violated a rule of the Irish Transport Union 
by working on Whit Monday. The strike, in 
which a great many of the company’s em- 
ployés took no part, was unauthorised, and it 
ended when the Executive of the Transport 
Union announced that no Union rule had 
been infringed. 

A representative of the company told an 
Imsh Times Reporter yesterday that the men 
had no dispute with the company, but that 
the strike was the outcome of internal trouble 
in the Transport Union. When they left the 
boats, at 8.20 a.m., the strikers took with 
them one man who had worked for the com- 
pany on Whit Monday. .This man did not 
return when work was resumed at 2.30 o’clock. 
The strike, the company official added, would 
not delay any sailings.

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DELAY IN TRANSIT OF 
GOODS. 


QUESTION ‘OF STEAMSHIP 
COMPANY’S LIABILITY. 


Judge Osborne, at the Derry Recorder’s 
Court yesterday, gave judgment in an action 
brought by ra a T. Coll, a County Donegal 
merchant, against the Burns-Laird Line, 
Ltd., for damages for alleged delay in the 
transit of goods and for articles lost on the 
journey from Glasgow. His Honour said 
that the plaintiff had purchased a quantity of 
new and second-hand clothing in Glasgow, 
which was put in a bale and given to the. de- 
fendants to send to Derry by steamer, and 
thence to Donegal. The goods, in the ordi- 
nary course, should have arrived in Derry 
about the 1st of January, but they did not 
arrive until’ the 14th of January, and when 
they were received in Donegal the plaintiff 
said that certain articles were missing. . It 
appeared that the reason of the delay was 
that some mistake had been made at Glas- 
cow, and, instead of the bale of goods being 
put on the steamer for Derry, .it was put on 
the boat for Sligo. The bale was sent back 
on the steamer from Sligo to Glasgow, and 
then to Derry. There was no evidence as to 
where the abstraction of the goods took 
place, but plaintiff contended that, no matter 
where it took place, the defendants were 
liable. ' The defendants relied on the con- 
ditions under which the goods were shipped, 
which, .they contended, relieved them from 
liability for damage caused by loss or delay. 
His Honour read a clause in the conditions 
which stated that the _omere company 
were not responsible ‘‘ for injury, loss, or de- 
lav whensover or wheresoever occurring. 
He thought that the company were entitled 
great hardship on shippers. He, therefore, 
dismissed the case.

EXPERIENCES OF DUBLIN 
BUSINESS MEN. 


At the weekly meeting of 
Publicity Club yesterday at the Scala 
Restaurant, Dublin—Sir Thomas Robinson 
presiding—Mr. P. J. Gillespie spoke of the 
problem of advertising small businesses. It 
was a case of the acorn growing into a large 
oak—advertising made business grow. The 
joint stock company started advertising on a 
large scale, whereas the small trader found it 
difficult to advertise or to get on at all. The 
excuse of the small man was that he could 
not afford to advertise. On the other hand, 
successful traders said that they had already 
sufficient business and did not need to ad- 
vertise. That policy was a negation of de- 
velopment and was the kind of thing that 
hindered the growth of the City of Dublin, 

He showed specimens of advertisements 
contrasting the ill-drawn sort with the smart, 
attractive sort, and said that it was a waste 
of money not to have the thing done properly. 
The advertising agent was an expert, and he 
could show business men how to make their 
business pay. 

Mr. Summerfild said that his success in 
business was entirely due to skilful advertis-

Mr. M. J. Cranley, of ‘“ Defiance” 
Char-d-bancs, related how prosperity attended 
that business as a result of newspaper adver- 
tising and good service.

FAR-REACHING RESULTS. 
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TRIBUTE BY LORD ABBOT OF 
MOUNTMELLARY. 


At the annual distribution of prizes to the 

students of Mountmellary Seminary, the 
Lord Abbot referred to the impending change 
in secondary education, which, he said, would 
necessarily have far-reaching results. In 
future there would be co-ordination between 
secondary and primary education; and boys 
who proposed to pass into secondary schools 
from primary ones would know where they 
stood. Their entrance would be settled by 
examination, 
“ Under the new scheme of organisation, 
secondary schools would be divided into three 
classes ;—(1) Schools in which the ordinary 
language of pupils and teachers would be 
Irish, and the teaching medium Irish; (2) 
schools where Irish was used as a medium 
of teaching, as well as English; and (3) all 
other secondary schools. A_ splendid lift 
would thus be given to the Irish language. 

He heartily complimented the framers of 
the new scheme on the bold step they had 
taken. He did not see why the programme 
could not be carried out successfully if head 
masters and assistant masters co-operated, and 
it would be a guarantee of Irish scholarship 
that. would be thoroughly native. The channel 
through which non-Christian — influences 
entered Ireland was non-Gaelic speech, and if 
they wanted a restored Ireland, an Ireland of 
the golden age, the first step was to become 
acquainted with Irish speech.

-|CAPITATION GRANTS 


An introductory note to the" Rules and 
Programme for Secondary Schools, which have 
just been published, states thai the pro- 
gramme for adoption in secondary schools 
trom the beginning of the school year 1924-26 
is, based mainly on the recommendations of a 
Commission appointed by the Minister of 
Education in rhe summer. of .1921. pe 

The following is a summary of the principal 
changes’ introduced :— 

“ While examinations have to be retained 
for educational and other important public 
ses, it is not intended that they should 
as important a position in the educational 
system and policy as they have done in the 

st 


** Pupils are required to pursue a course of 
study of certain duration at a secondary school 
before admission to either of the public ex- 
aminations, The duration of this course 
varies in the case of particular subjects, and 
is. normally from two to four years for the 


Intermediate certificate examination and two 


additional years for the leaving certificate 
examination. 

“The grants payable to schools from State 
funds no longer depend on the successes of 
individual pupils at the public examinations. 

“In the case of pupils who intend to follow | 
a secondary school course it is advisable that 
they should, where possible, enter the 
secondary schoo] at the age of 12 years. As, 
however, it will be found impossible in some 
cases to do this, an attempt is made to co- 
ordinate the programmes to be followed by 
pupils between the ages of 12 and 14 years in 
primary and secondary schbols. 

The programmes in Irish, mathematics, 
history and geography and English are drawn 
up on this basis, and it is intended to make a 
similar arrangement in. the case of the pro- 
ytamme in science. 

‘Prizes, medals and exhibitions are no 
longer awarded. It is anticipated that the 
system of scholarships from primary. to 
secondary schools provided by the County 
Councils will provide facilities for clever 
pupils, in need of such assistance, to secure a 
secondary education as far as the Intermediate 
certificate stage, and a number of scholarships 
wilt be awarded on the results of the Inter- | 
mediate certificate examination to assist such 
students in proceeding to the leaving certifi- 
cate examination. It is proposed to. consult 
with representatives of the County Councils 
and the Universities with a view to having 
the University scholarships provided by the 
Councils awarded on the results of the leaving 
certificate examination,” 

MEMBERS OF RELIGIOUS ORDERS. 

The number, conditions of employment and 
salaries of the registered teachers shall be in 
accordance with such regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Commissioners. Informa- 
tion will not be sought regarding the condi- 
tions of employment or salaries paid to mem- 
bers of religious Orders. or Communities 
employed as teachers. Before according 
recognition to a new school the Commissioners 
Shall satisfy themselves that sufficient pro- 
vision for secondary education does not 
exist for the children for whom 
the school is intended, or that 
the school is otherwise specially required for 
the locality, and they may refuse to continue 
to grant recognition to a school if, during 
each of the two immediately preceding years, 
the. number of recognised pupils who have 
made the required number dl dehatdniael had 
been less than 12, or if, in their opinion, a 
reasonable proportion of the pupils in attend- 
ance at the school does not qualify for the 
intermediate certificate in four consecutive 
years. 

The normal grant paid to the manager of 
a recognised school shall be reckoned on a 
capitation basis, and shall be payable for 
each “ recognised ” pupil who has made at 
least 130 attendances at an approved course 
in: such school during the school year. <A 

“- recognised ” pupil is one who has reached 
a standard of education equivalent to 6th 
standard in a primary school. There will be 
an entrance examination for all new pupils. 

A special laboratory grant will be made for 
instruction in experimental science and 
manual instrnetion, and the .Commissioners 
may make provision for the payment of a 
special ‘bonus to the manager of an approved 
secondary school. presenting a choir or 
orchestra which fulfils such conditions as may 
be prescribed. 

THE CAPITATION GRANT. 

The Commissioners may, in consideration of 
the high standard of efficiency of the instruc- 
tion in a school in any year, increase the 
normal capitation grant payable to the school 
in respect of that year, by a sum not ex- 
ceeding one-tenth. This. increase in grant 
shall not be payable until the high standard 
of efficiency has been maintained for a num- 
ber of years. The Commissioners may, after 
due warning, reduce by one or more tenths 


in respect of any year in which they are satis- 
fied that the instruction given did not reach 
a satisfactory standard. In case of continued 
inefficiency of the instruction for two or more 
successive years tha Commissioners may with- 
hold further grant from the school, or may 
refuse further approval to the school. The 
Commissioners may after due notice reduce 
the normal grant by one or more tenths, or 
may withhold it, in respect of any class in a 
school with regard to any school year in which 
they are satisfied that- the instruction in the 
class did not reach a satisfactory standard. 
DIVISION. OF SCHOOLS. 

All secondary schools shall be divided into 
three classes :— 

Class A—Schools in: which all the teaching 
is done through the medium of Irish, and in 
which Irish is the ordinary language used by 
pupils and teachers. 

Class B—Bi-lingual schools in which Irish 
is taught to all pupils, and in which the 
teaching of certain subjects in the programme 
or of certain classes in the school is done 
through Irish. As this class is intended to be 
only a transitional one, schools that belong to 
it must qualify for entrance into Class A in a 
reasonable time after their admission to 
Class B. 

Class: C—All other schools. 

The capitation grant pavable to a school in 
Class A will be increased by 25 per cent. ; 
and to a schoo] in Class B by 10 per cent. 

At both intermediate and leaving 
certificate examinations, students shall, 
except where otherwise directed, 
have the option of answering. in 
Irish or in English, but each paper must be 
answered wholly in Irish or wholly in Eng- 
lish, A candidate who uses Irish as the 
vernacular language instead of English in 
answering the examination in any subject 
other than Irish, English, and Mathématics 
may obtain in that subject excess marks not 
exceeding 10 per cent. of the total marks 
assigned to the subject. In the case of Mathe- 
matics a similar excess of 5 per cent. may be 
obtained. 

It is intended, says a footnote, that Irish 
shall be an essential subject for the Inter- 


mediate Certificate Examination in 1928 and

afterwards, and that science shall be an essen- 
tial subject in the year 1930 and afterwards. 


INTERMEDIATE CERTIFICATE. 

The programme states :'— 

“The purpose of the Intermediate Certifi- 
cate is to testify to the completion of a well- 
balanced course of general education, suitable 
for pupils who leave school at about 16 years 
of age, and, alternatively, to the fitness of 
the pupils for entry on more advanced courses 
of study in a secondary or Technica] School. 

‘*Recognised pupils who had attained the 
age of 14 years on Ist August of the. year 
preceding that in which the examination is 
held, and have followed for three years: an 
approved course ata secondary school, or who 
had attained the age of 15 years on Ist 
August in the year preceding that in which 
the examination is held, and have followed for 
two years an approved cotrse at a secondary 
school, are eligible for admission to the Inter- 
mediate Certificate Examination.” ) 

The standard for a pass iá 40 per cent., and 
for honours- 60 per cent. 

The aim of the Leaving Certificate is to 
show the completion of a good secondary edu- 
cation, and the fitness of a pupil to enter a 
university. Pupils who have pursued an ap- 
proved course as “recognised ’’ senior pupils 
for at least twe years are eligible for this 
examination, Separate pass and honours 
paners wiil be set. The standard for a pass 
will be 40 per cent. on the pass paper, or 25 
per cent, on the honours paper, and for 
honours &K per cent. on the honours paper.
